For example , the marked up version of claim 8 (amended 12/9/02) does not show 
all of the amendments made to claim 8, such as replacement of "claim 5" with "claims 5", and addition of "listing" as compared to last 
amended (i.e., the first amended) claim 8. [These particular changes introduce errors and thus should not be made.] Proper 
amendments to the claims, including the correct marked up copy of the claims showing all of the changes, for all of the claims 
amended 12/9/02 are required in response to this communication. The applicant must carefully review all pending claims to identify 
and correct all improperly amended claims. [Also, it should be noted that claim 24 was canceled because it appeared that in the 
response filed 12/9/02, nonelected claims were canceled, but claim 25 was listed twice and nonelected claim 24 was not listed. This 
was interpreted as a typographical error and that claim 24 was intended to be canceled. Finally, it should be noted that claim 27 still 
retains nonelected subject matter that should be deleted along with the rest of the nonelected subject matter.] See 37 CFR 1.111.
